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AGRICULTURAL ECONOMIC REPORTS AND SERVICES OF THE 
BUREAU OF AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS 


HOW REPORTS ARE PREPARED AND DISTRIBUTED ie 


One of the principal lines of work of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Heonomics is the gathering and distribution of information on the economic 
aspects of the agricultural industry. 


The bureau spends about $3,000,000 annually in gathering and dis- 
tributing current information. Mofe than 1,000 workers are assigned to this 
work of whom about 300 are connected with the crop reporting service and 
400 with the market news service; the others are divided among several other 
informational activities. Most of these workers are in the field. Of the 
entire personnel of the bureau, which on January 1, 1932 numbered 2761 
persons, approximately 1102 are located in Washington and 1659 in field 
stations, including 50 in foreign countries. 


The informational work is administered through the divisions listed 
on the inside front cover of this list, each of which controls its own branch 
offices. Reports are issued according to plans approved in the administrative 
office. The Director of Economic Information assists the Chief of the Bureau 
by maintaining general suvervision over the form and method of releases; by 
preparing press and radio releases that go out from Washington; by super- 
vising the editing of periodicals, printed bulletins, and other matter from 
Washington, and of special publications for extension workers; and by. super- 
vising photographic material, exhibits and motion picture work prepared in 
the bureau. 


Two general divisions of the information are recognized: (1) Current 
economic facts, which are gathered and promptly released by radio, press, 
and mail, and (2) analytical summaries, special reports, and interpretive 
statements which are of a more general educational nature and which are given 
distribution through the press, publications, the extension service, and 
other State agencies. The first class of informetion includes crop reports, 
market news reports, etc.; the second class includes the outlook reports, 
agricultural and price situation reports, and special commodity reviews of 
a less timely nature. In the first group facts are presented without 
extended interpretation, whereas material in the second group is explained 
and analyzed for educational uses. 


The crop and market news service draws upon seven divisions of the 
bureau that collect information: The Division of Crop and Livestock Estimates, 
the five commodity market news divisions (Cotton; Livestock, Meats, and Wool; 
Fruits and Vegetables; Dairy and Poultry Products; Hay, Feed, and Seed), and 
the Foreign Agricultural Service. The information gathered by each of these 
is assembled and released immediately, in separate forms, either from 
Washington or from the field offices. The information is later consolidated 
into various types of publications for permanent record. 
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THE FEDERAL AND STATE CROP AND LIVESTOCK ESTIMATING SERVICE 
(U. S. Dept. of Agriculture and the States, cooperating) 


The Crop Reporting Service consists of the Crop Reporting Board and the 
staff of the Division of Crop and Livestock Estimates in Washington and in 41 
branch offices. Hach branch office is under the direction of an Agricultural 
Statistician who works under the general supervision of the Washington office. 
These offices gather and distribute crop end livestock information for their 
respective States and also distribute such data for the United States. Requests 
for information should be addressed to the Crop Reporting Board, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or to the Agricultural Statistician of

The Monthly Crop Reports prepared b:: the Crop Reporting Board are published, 
as required by law, at exact hours on spec’fied dates. The dates shown below are 
the usual dates but it is, sometimes necessary to change the dates from year to 
year to avoid Sundays and holidays. 


A number of other reports issued by the Division of Crop and Livestock | 
Estimates are also listed,the dates shown being subject to some variation. 


These reports are given general distribution by wire to the press and by 
radio to the general public. Mimeographed copies are distributed directly and by 
mail to crop reporters, other farmers, and such other persons as have need for 
prompt information. The reports are also printed in the monthly statistical 
periodical "Crops and Markets" for permanent reference.

INTENTIONS-TO-PLANT REPORTS 


intentions-to-Plant Reports. (Issued about March 26 and Aug. 26) These 
reports show farmers! intentions to plant spring-sown crops, except cotton, as 
of March 1 and fall-sowm grain as of August 5, and are published in "Crops and 
Markets". Mimeographed summaries are published in Washington on announced dates. 
State summaries containing data of interest in individual States are issued (after 
the data are published in Washington) by agricultural statisticians for each State. 


WHEAT STOCKS IN COUNTRY MILLS, ELEVATORS, AND WAREHOUSES 


Wheat stocks in country mills, elevators, and warehouses on March 1, April 1 
and July 1, are published about the 15th of the respective months. These reports 
are published in mimeographed form in Washington and are printed in "Crops and 
Markets". 


FRUIT AND VEGETABLE PRODUCTION 


Fruit and Nut Crop Reports. State statistics on fruit and nut crop 
production are included in the regular monthly crop reports issued about the 10th 
of each month. Three or four days later, a more comprehensive report on "Fruit 
Crop Prospects" is usually issued; in this the statistical reports are combined 
with State notes, with a summary on each crop, and with interesting foreign crop 
items. Rarely are estimates made of the quantity of vroduction utilized for 
canning, drying, or other manufacturing, but all such fruit-utilization information, 
when available for publication, is included in the fruit prospect report. Except 
for strawberries there are no established series of estimates on small-fruit 
production, current information being limited to such notes as may appear in the 
fruit prospect report. 





Potato and Sweetpotato Reports. The detailed statistical reports on 
production of Irish (or white) potatoes and sweetpotatoes, by States, are issued 
in the regular monthly crop reports, and usually three or four days later ina 
crop prospect report similar to that on the fruit crops. Several special reports 
on potatoes are also issued during the year, the following being the more important: 


(1) Report on Merchantable Potato Stocks on hand Jamiary 1 in 37 late 
and intermediate States, including an analysis of the utilization of 
the late potato crop and the reported acreage growers intend to plant 
the coming year. The report is generally available about February 1. 


(2) Reports on Commercial Barly Potato Production in 19 States, chiefly 
in the South but extending as far north as New Jersey, Maryland, 
Kentucky, Missouri, and Nebraska; includes renorts regarding intended 
commercial acreage, issued from November to March, vroduction reports 
from April to August, and later, summaries for the season.

Other Vegetable and Truck Crop Reports State statistics are compiled and | 


issued covering the commercial production of “various important vegetable and 
truck crops. The reports are divided into two distinct’ series as follows: 


(1) Commercial Truck Crops for Shipment, commonly called Truck Crop 
Reports, comprising estimates on strawberries, cantaloupes, watermelons, 
and the principal vegetables that are grown for shipment by rail, 

truck, or boat to markets more or Jess distant from the point of 
production. Local or market-garden production is not at present in- 
cluded in these estimates except in instances in Laces the local sales 
occur as a minor phase of the shinping enterprise. In most of the 
reports the estimates are erouped by States according to marketing 
seasons. 


(2) Truck Crops for Commercial Manufacture, commonly called Canning 


Crop Reports, comprising estimates of the principal vegetable crops ~ 
utilized by canning and packing establishments, including pimientos, 
cabbage for kraut, and cucumbers for pickles.’ 


The truck and canning crop reports are released principally in the form of 
commodity sheets, each containing current sta tistics and crop comments for one 
or more groups of States. At occasional intervals, a collection of timely crop 
news items are issued without statistical matter. "the dates for release of re- 
poe: are regulated according to the usual season of the commodity in each group 
ot States.

"11-5" November to May, etc. Condition inquiries are made as of the first of the 
month and reports are released on or about the 9th.

Weekly reports also contain 
itcms with refcrence to the manufacturing, cxports, and foreign situation 
pertaining to the type of tobacco sold in the respective districts, and comments 
on local market conditions. 


Quarterly Report: 


Stocks of Leaf Tobacco in the Hands of Dealers and Manufacturors. - 
These reports give the number of pounds of leaf tobacco on hand at the beginning 
of cach quarter, scgregated by typos, by unstemméd and stemmed, by old crops 
and new crops, and by broad divisions of quality. To arrive at statistics on 
the broad division of quality four major groups of grades are regognized which 
roughly indicate tho manufacturing utility of the tobacco. Two additional 
designations are provided for "scrap" and "nondescript". These reports are 
issued by the Tobacco Section under authority of the United States tobacco.

Foreign Crops and Markets.— The weekly mimeographed publication "For- 
eign Crops and Markets” is & primary outlet for information gathered through 
the Foreign Agricultural Service. The publication has been appearing under 
the present title since 1922. Hach issue contains a section devoted to current 
foreign crop and market developments, and usually contains a feature article 
On some aspect of foreign competition and demand for agricultural products. 
"Foreign Crops and Markets" is distributed to a limited list of producers, 
dealers in agricultural products, farm journals, newspspers, educational in- 
stitutions, and trade organisations, particularly those who are in a position 
to republish the material or circulate it in agricultural sections. 





World Prospect Reports.- Mimeographed reports are issued monthly under 
this title. Under the direction of the Division of Statistical and Historical 
Research they analyze the world situation (foreign and domestic) for certain 
agricultural products. The products so treated ure: Wheat, cotton, wool, 
flaxseed, dairy products, hogs, and pork. Similar reports are issued season- 
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ally for feed grains and dry beans. From time to time additions may be made to 
the list of commodities in this group. ‘Most of the foreign material going into 
“these reports is supplied oes the Foreign Agricultural Service. 


Foreign Pruit and Nut Crop Prospects .— Latest reports on fruit and nut 
crop developments in foreign countries, received in the Foreign Agricultural 
Service, are issued monthly in Breer on with the: "Praid Crop Prospects" 


report of the Division of Crop and Livestock Estimates. 


Foreign News Releases.— Short mimeographed reports are issued by the 
Foreign Agricultural Service on a number of special products, such as apples, 
‘citrus fruit, prunes, and certain nuts, and tobacco. In the case of apples, * 
weekly releases are issued during the export season covering European market 
conditions. Some of the fruit and nut releases are being replaced by leased- 
wire messages to the producing areas that are especially interested in the 
information.

The Cold Storage Report Section compiles and releases the following 
reports:

"THE FARM REAL ESTATE SITUATION" 


The Farm Real Estate Situation is an annual report in the regular 
Circular series of the Department of Agriculture, issued near the close of 
the calendar year. It covers the previous year. It reviews briefly the 
general situation; discusses values in the separate geographical divisions 
and States and causes of change in values; change in farm ownership includ- 
ing foreclosures and forced and voluntary sales; farm mortgage credit and 
taxes; and other factors bearing upon the farm real estate situation. Free 
on request as long as the supply lasts. 


OUTLOOK REPORTS — 


The annual agricultural outlook report is prepared in January as soon 
as the final reports on the previous year's farm operations become available, 
and is released about February 1. It is prepared at a conference of the 
commodity and economic specialists, with representatives from other bureaus 
in the Department of Agriculture, and economists and extension workers from 
the States. This group is organized into committees each of which analyses 
the facts regarding «2 single commodity and prepares a statement describing 
the situation during the past year and the factors that may determine trends 
of the coming year. The committee reports. are then passed by the outlook 
conference group as a whole. he outlook report is designed to bring to- 
gether all available facts that will help producers to decide upon their plans 
for the year. The Federal outlook report is printed in the regular Miscel- 
laneous Publication Series for distribution through extension workers, and to 
crop reporters and farmers. 


State Outlook Reports.- Following the preparation of the Federal out- 
look report, most of the State Colleges and Extension Services prepare Stute 
outlook reports bearing particularly upon conditions in their several local- 
ities. Federal men cooperate in this work and in the outlook meetings that 
are held in the States. Five regional outlook conferences are held in which 
the problems of the respective regions are given special consideration. 

The Extension Service of each State can furnish information as to the charac- 
ter, of outlook reports available within that State. 


Seasonal Outlook Reports.~— Supplementary: statements that revise the 
annual outlook report: are issued during certain periods of the year on cer- 
tain farm products. A summer hog outlook statement is issued in July follow- 


ing the June pig survey. Midsummer reports are issued on lamps, beef cattle, 
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winter wheat, poultry, and dairying. These reports are distributed in mim- 
eographed form by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics and are published in 
"Crops and Markets". 


QUTLOOK CHARTS © _ 
Outlook Charts.- Charts and maps on subjects covered in the outlook 

report are issued in the form of bulletins, rotaprint books, and bromide 

enlargements. A list of these outlook charts, relating to each armmual outlook 

is issued for the use of economic workers and teachers. Anyone: may buy 

photographic prints of charts or maps. Prices are 10% each for 8 x 10 

prints; 75 cents for 30 x.40 bromides on paper; and $1.25 on cloth.

Daily Market News Reports. ‘The reports broadcast by more than 100 
radio broadcasting stations in the United States, consist principally of. 
- information furnished by the bureau. Reports are transmitted from branch 
' offices in most instances. In a few cases reports are broadcast direct from 
branch offices by bureau workers through remote control. These reports are 
not distributed in any other way, but anyone who wishes a mimeographed mar- 
‘ket report should apply to the nearest branch office of the bureau. The 
service is now available to farmers with good radio receiving sets in nearly 
evéry State. Most of these stations are operated by private owners, but a 
few are reached through special offices of the market news leased-wire system, 
through which they receive extensive reports direct from the bureau. Further 
information regarding market news broadcasts can be obtained from the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, U. S. Department Of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


Chain Brosdcasting.- In the National Farm and Home Hour, market sum- 
‘maries and reviews are broadcast from Washington through a chain of 30 or 
more stations. These reports do not consist of daily quotations, but are 
usually monthly summaries of the markets. The dates of the various broad- 
casts are announced in advance through the Press Service of the department.

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STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION SERVICES 
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COTTON STANDARDS AND CLASSING 


Practical forms of the Official Standards of the United States for the 
grade end color and length of staple of American upland and American Egyptian 
cotton and for cotton linters are furnished at a nominal price to exchanges 
and others; the classification of cotton and cotton linters, under the United 
States cotton stundards act, is performed upon request for individual owners or 
in connection with arbitration; classifiers of cotton and of linters are licensed 
under the United States cotton standards act; all cotton intended for delivery 
upon the futures contracts of, the New York and New Orleans Cotton Exchanges and 
the Chicago Board of Trade is classified; and estimates concerning the grade 
and staple of the cotton carry-over each year and of the crop as produced, are 
published, as are estimates of the quality of cotton consumed by American mills. 
Requests for detailed information concerning these services should be addressed 
to Division of Cotton Marketing, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


DAIRY AND POULTRY PRODUCTS STANDARDS AND INSPECTION 
Standards for butter and for American whole milk cheese have been estab- 


lished and tentative standards for poultry and poultry products are being tried 
out under commercial conditions. A butter-grading service is availabie at 


twelve markets and « cheese-grading service is available at nine of these points. 


An egg-grading service is available at eleven markets and, through a cooperative 
agreement with the State, at three points in Virginia. Poultry grading is. con- 
ducted at Washington, D.C. and San Francisco, Calif. and for several Federal 
ugencies locuted elsewhere. lLive-poultry Teetan ton is made at New York City 
and near-by terminal points. Dressed-poultry inspection is conducted for 21 can- 
ning plants. Rabbit inspection is made at one point. For.a short period previ- 
ous to Thanksgiving and Christmas a turkey-grading service is operated; at times 
as many as 25 shipping points and 15 markets are covered. Address Division of 
Dairy and Poultry Products, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


FRUIT AND VEGETABLE STANDARDS AND INSPECTION 


Standards for 52 commodities, including honey, pecans, and peanuts, have 
now been established by the Division of Fruits and Vegetables. As two or more 
sets of standards are necessary for different types of the same commodity if 
they vary widely, a total of 70 standards have been issued. Most of the stand- 
ards are for fruits and vegetables consumed in the fresh state but standards 
have been issued for a few commodities purchased by canners for canning pur- 
poses. Under cooperative sgrcements with 45 States and Porto Rico, inspection 
is offered at important shipping points on all products for which standards 
have been established and on many others for which no standards have been recom~ 
mended, certification being by description. Inspection is also available for 
all products at more than 40 terminal markets. Special ‘arrangements are made 
for inspectionfor the U. S. Navy and other Federal agencies. Other special 
arrangements include those for fruit auctions, railroad companies, cold storages, 
canners, and steamship companies. aA grading service has aiso been estublished 
on canned fruits and vegetables. Standards have been prepared for at least 10 


such products, and stundardized grades for additional products are being pre- 
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pared. For further information address Division of Fruits and Vegetables, 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States’ Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


STANDARDS FOR CONTAINERS 


Under the standard container acts of 1916 and 1928, standards have 
been promulgated for climax baskets, berry boxes, till baskets, hampers, round 
stave baskets, and splint or market baskets. Manufacturers can arrange to 
have such containers tested for capacity by addressing the Division of Fruits 
and Vegetables, Bureau of Aericultural Economics, United States. Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


GRAIN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPHCTION 


The United States grain standards act authorizes the Secretary of 
Agriculture to establish official standards for grain and to license inspec- 
tors to apply such standards and to handle appeals from inspections performed 
by licensees. The act provides, in effect, that if grain be sold by grade and 
shipped in interstate or foreign commerce, the official standards must be 
used and the grain must be inspected by a licensed inspector if it moves from 
or to a point at which inspection is maintained. Pursuant to this authority 
the Secretary of Agriculture has promulgated official. standards for shelled 


corn, wheat, oats, rye, grain sorghums, feed oats, mixed feed oats, and barley. 7 


Official grain inspection ig.now maintained at 158 markets throughout the 
country at which 4a7 /inspectors perform service. These licensees are not 
employees of the Federal Government. They derive their compensation from 
States, boards of trade, and chambers of commerce. In addition the Federal 
department maintains a force known as Federal Grain Supervision whose duty 

it is to handle appeals from grades assigned by licensees and to supervise 

the work of licensees in order to insure correct and uniform application of the 
standards.

RICE STANDARDIZATION AND INSPHOCTION 


Standards have been promulgated for rough, brown, and milled rice, 
Under cooperative agreements with State Departments of Agriculture inspection 
has been established at three important rice markets. Official sampling 
stations are also maintained at additional rice markets thereby making the 


inspection service available at a large number of rice markets in the Southern 


and California rice belts. For further information apply to Grain Division, 
Bureau of Agricultural Eeonomics, United States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. 


HAY AND STRAW STANDARDIZATION AND INSPSCTION 


Standards have been issued for most of the principal kinds of hay and 
straw produced in Continental United States. Under cooperative agreement 
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with State Departments of Agriculture, chambers of commerce, farmers' coop- 
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erative associations or similar organizations, inspection service is offered 
at 15 important shipping points and-16 termincl or reconsignment markets. In- 
spections also are made. ct 35 U. S. Army posts. Type samples of hay are furn- 
ished to hay exchanges, hay inspectors, agricultural colleges, and other 
interested parties. 


BEAN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


Standards heve been issued for 21 of the principal classes of dry 
editle beams produced in Continental United States. Federal or Federal-State 
inspection has been established at shipping points in 7 leading bean—produc- 
ing States and at 11 important terminal markets. The standards have been 
adopted as the official standards of the State Department of Agriculture in 
Californie, Idaho, Montana, and New York. 


SOYSEAN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPHCTION 


Standards for soybeans have been issued and inspection service has been 
established at 21 important shipping points and terminal markets in 11 States 
through cooperative agreements with State and trade organizations. Practically 
@ll soybeans shipped to mills are purchased on the basis of U. S. No. 2 grade 
and over 75 per cent of these are inspected at destination. 


BROOMCORN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


standards for brcoomcorn have been issued and Federal-State inspection 
is offered at Kansas City, Mo., Oklahoma City, Okla., and Portales, New Mexico. 


SEED VERIFICATION SERVICE 


A seed-verification service covering alfalfa and red clover seed pro- 
vides for the issuance of certificates that in-effect guarantee the origin 
of these seeds to be as stated on these certificates. Sixty-four seed dealers 
in 21 States, who usually handle 85 per cent or more of the alfalfa seed pro- 
duced in Centrul and Northern States and a considerable portion of the red 
clover seed, are enrolled in this voluntary service. Address Hay, Feed, and 
Seed Division, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


TORACCO CLASSIFICATION 


Under the United States tobacco stocks and standards act the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has issued an official classification for American-grown 
leaf tobacco. A grading service for tobacco is being offered in 19 important 
tobacco markets and 11 receiving stations of two marketing associations.

STANDARDIZATION OF LIVESTOCK 


Official standards have been promulgated for the following: Slaughter 
cattle, slaughter calves, and vealers. Tentative standards have been pub- 
lished for the following: (1) Stocker and'feeder steers (6 grades}; stocker 
and feeder heifers (6 grades); stocker and feeder cows (5 gradés); stocker 
and feeder bulls (5 grades), and stocker and feeder calves (5 grades). (2) 
Sleughter barrows and gilts (4 grades). (3) Slaughter lambs (6 grades) and 
slaughter ewes (6 grades). 


STANDARDIZATION OF MEATS © 


Official class and grade standards have been peeied for beef, veal, 
calf, lamb, and mutton; standards for pork are still in tentative form. 


STANDARDIZATION OF HIDES AND SKINS 


Tentative standards have been drafted and published for the follow- 
ing: Packer hides (3 classes); butcher and country hides (3 classes); horse 
hides (2 classes); kip skins (3 classes); calf skins (4 classes) and sheep 
skins (4 classes). me ‘tae ee 


STANDARDIZATION OF WOOL AND’ WOOL TOPS 


Official standards for the grades of wool and wool top, on the basis 
of diameter of fiber, Have been promulgated by the Department of A,riculture 
under the United States wool standards act. Practical forms of the standards 
are issued at a nominal charge for educational and commercial use. 


STANDARDIZATION OF MOHAIR 
Tentative standards for the grades of mohair have been formlated 
on the basis of diameter of fiber and are being distributed among producers, 
dealers, manufacturers, and others. They are issued without charge.

WAREHOUSE LICENSING AND INSPECTION 


Under the United States warehouse act the Department of Agriculture, 
through the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, licenses such warehouses for 
the storing of farm products as apply for license and meet with specified 
requirements and occasional inspection. Receipts issued by such warehouses 
are recognized as preferred collateral for loans by many banks. Warehouses 
for the storing of cotton, grain, broomcorn, wool, potatoes, peanuts, tobacco, 
Gry beans, dried fruit, cold-pack fruit, sirup, nuts, seeds, canned foods, 
and cottonseed for commercial purposes, are among those so licensed. 





PRODUCE AGENCY ACT ENFORCEMENT 


Investigations of apparent violations of the produce agency act are made 
upon receipt of complaints filed by growers or shippers accompanied by all papers 
relating to the transaction. This act relates to perishable farm products 
received in interstate commerce on behalf of another, and makes the rendering 
of a false accounting report, knowingly and with intent to defraud, a mis- 
demeanor punishable by fine or imprisonment. Service and Regulatory 
Announcement 107 contains the text of the produce agency act sand regulations 
governing its enforcement.

PERISHABLE AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES ACT 





The perishable agricultural commodities act requires all commission 
merchants, dealers, and ovrokers who handle fresh fruits and/or fresh vege-— 
tables, in interstate commerce, to secure a license from the Department of 
Agriculture. The annual license fee is $10. The act makes it unlawful to 
make a fraudulent charge; to reject or fail to deliver in accordance with the 
terms of the contract; to dump without reasonable cause; to make a false 
statement as to quality, cuantity, disposition of, or condition of the market 
for any commodity; to fail to account correctly; to misrepresent the origin 
of any commodity; or to remove or tamper with any notice on a car or package 

containing a certificate as to the grade of the commodity contained therein. 
‘Punishment may be by publication of the facts or by suspension or revocation 
of license.
